EuiTOB Colonist. — 1 have read with regret 
your editorial on tho spoech delivered by Mr 
Trutoh at tho recent banquet at Ottawa, be- 
cauBo I am strongly of opinion that you fail 
in Bomo measure to appreciate tho difficultiea 
aurrounding tbo qiioatio.n under discusaion^ aa 
In Canada, and your romnrka nro calculated 
to Btrsngihuu tbo handa of tboSu therfl wbo 
are opposed to the oonstruclloa oftho railroad 
in tbu manner agreed upon. My Inclination 
is to go into this matter in detail, but I refrain. 
I have time only to say in brief that our best 
friends over the mountalas, ; and we bavo 
many such there, nuless lam muob'nalataken, 
would prefer to see UB cordially : accept the 
arrangement arrived at in its general featurea 
and avoid taking exception to pointa which 
they coDsidor moro as mrillora of detail. And 
you muat admit, I thinli, that tbo Terms ol 
Confederation aro favorable to us, — I would 
oven Bay bettor thun could have been antici- 
pated in view of the atreuuoua and unrelent- 
ing opposition which had to bo encountered^ 
iiud which la being strongly felt In aomu oi 
ita inlluoncea in tbo Donainion, intluoncea 
which ore beiiig made to tell upon tbo public 
mind with increasing force aa tbe general 
election, now not far off, approacbeo. Tho 
b'<nefi(s of-Poofadeptioa, dep., to ,bo|h coun'- 
tries are nO doubt mutual, Ih. will: not now 
discuas the queation as to whether Canada or 
this Colony will be benefitted most. There 
are many who contend^tbat. we,sball ba tho 
greater gainers, aud forolbla reftsona are urged 
IS support of ihia view. Therefore, it will be 
prudeuco uot to prove too 'exacting in refer- 
ence to things which don't aeem lo be of vital 
importance, 

Aa regards tbe utterancea of Mr Trutch ot 
tbe dinner in question, I suggest that severe 
criticiam should not be employod.
